THE nAIO OP MARTIHKiCB. 

A h’vely morning m October, 1“—. was rendered a gloomy one to tlie inhabt- 
taiiis of Mariimque. IK-jioaied injuries inflicted by the ruling powers, cuupteil 
with a burning desire arnoiig ambitious and perhaps patriotic men, to crush fo¬ 
reign inlliietice upon their beautiful isle, and to goeern themselves a free and in¬ 
dependent pi'ople, had long rendered a residem e there precarious. On the ir.oru- 
ing in quenion, the banner of revolt waa seen floating in proud defiance upon the 
wall* of the Castle of Furl Royal; in the for distance the smoke of village* 
showed the track of ilie merciless demon of mstirrectiOB. Every vessel in (lie 
harbor of Fort Royal wa* crowded with refugees, who, having hastily collected 
their most valu-sblK ifficis, had Atd Ijcfore the tide of destruction which was 
rolling fearfully before ihnl ill siain-d island Among ibeM was a merchant of 
high repute, wliu, w itli hia wife and daugliter, a beautiAil girl of about fifteen, 
t'Hik passage for Franct . wliiiher on the following day the vessel seiled. Fair 
w ind* gave iliem n tjuick passage to Cnpede Wrds, and after a tarry of a day 
or two. they wriglieil anchor for Havre. At dawn on the second morning af¬ 
ter their departure, they espied a dark looking brig bearing down upon tliem, and 
as the sun rose above me linrixon, it poiirayed to iheiu ilie truth that an Algerine 
Corsnir w.vs their early vistier. So much was the high oeai infested at that 
time with pirates, Ih.vl every vessel went priqiared for an sncouiiter. Immediate 
prcparalioii* were made for « contest, should the coreair •vertul.e them, and all 
saiLs were .spread to the I>rec7.cs. 

Thv pirate came on—ilir i oiiiesi was fearful—tlie father arvd mol net were mur¬ 
dered—and the bcauiiliil orfilian was made the prir* of a baral of niffians. In a 
lew days they made (hr Ihirbary coast, and she was sold lo the B'y of Tunis for 
ten thousami seijuins The prediction of .* fortune icllsr, rears before, that ahe 
would one ilay wear the coronet of a queen, impresaed on ner mind with a cofi- 
viciion of iis truth, which spread a halo nf light around her amid the darkness 
of the worsi^ of slavery. Her beauty made her a favorite, •nd about two year* 
afterwards Sultan iMusiapha carried her in triumph to Constantinople. Her 
heuuiy, her v irtues. her ample powers to pi* ase, made her (Ik exalted favorite of 
the imperial Seraglio, and site became the honored Sultan*. Then indeed were 
the predictions of her destiny verified, and slw worv her crown as queen of the 
Oitninan empire. MalnivnuJ II., the present Sultan of Turkey is her son. and 
to her inrtui nee upon his early chararier, may Ic aitribulsd his taste for Euro¬ 
pean ciisiom* Biiii (he fri'quent iiinoTniions which hia will has made among tbs 
customs of hiB people.

Ihe order (o be run, the horses engaged in each, ages, weights, Ac., ami those 
that have paid forfeit: that slieci is circulated the same evening, and every one 
ktwws the pr< cisr time at which each race vriil come off. in more than twenty 
races which I saw. at «ne meeting, there was not a single inst.ince where the 
horses were not at the winning po.st wiiliin two minutes of tiie time appointed, 
the Ceffee House clock being the Newmarket standard of lime. Eton incase 
of dead heats, the races fellowing were nut deranged in urdrr or time. This 
kind of clock work regularity is part and |>arcel of an Englishman's eilucaiiun ; 
he becomes aerusioiiird to il from infancy, and it is an imporliiiit help to the 
discharge of daily duties as well as public amus'-ments. 

It has oP.en occurred to me that some place like Newmarket would bo a great 
acquisition to the s|)ons of the turf 111 the U. States. It is re.-illy enough to 
throw a damper on the amusement to pay S>> for a trip to the Tnion Course, or to 
the Central Course, then wail nil lio.ir in the stand before the horses start, ano¬ 
ther hour hetween lieats, ami at lust have the pleasure of seeing but one race the 
whole day. It is still worse for the owner of race horses, vv ho can seldom bring 
out! horse but once at a meeting, ami if he happened to lie defeat's), eillier from 
want of comiiii'jn, or injudiciously engaged, no further op(>oi(uiuty olTers for 
another trial whereby his merits may be asecrtaintd. 

Have long thought that two mile lieais, with a proper adjustment iif weights, 
was quite long eiiou'gh to test the capacities of any horse, and I mn sure the 
turf-going public would derive mu'th gre.Her nmusement from two such races, 
by dilfereiii fields of horses, th.in from one li trd, brusiiig, liiur mile struggle, 
which no fcL-lmg, or iiumane man, cun vvitnEss without a mixed sciisatum o 
pity and regret nt the severity imposeiJ upon such a noble aniiiiul. 

Il is very iuipiruini le the wclture an I iiuprovemeiit of the blood hors- that 
the sjKirts .if the turf should be mamiaineii with spirit ns well by tlic ]iublic pa¬ 
tronage us by the owners, and, in order to render them as ailraciive as possible, 
such ref.irms should l>e gradually intru'luced ns have been found to ai>l the cause 
elsewhere. I f igh butting is d'tinoral zing, and ought to Ic discouraged b'. true 
sport.vinen Kunnmg young things is injurious tot heir constitution, and I ho(ic 
will meet vriili no encouragement. But the uiiforiui.atc owner ofa licalcn horse, 
that probably has c.ist him a gr-ai deal of m*m-y, care and niti'niion, niighl to 
have soim- mdiicrment to bring him out again ujiuii such terms as w ill give Iiim 
a chance of e irning at lujsi a puilion of his cxpensi'S. We put the good. bmj. 
aad indilT.-rent, ol the same year, upon'-i|iiiil terms, wh-n il is manitVsi ih.'ie 
is a vast ditlci'eiice between them. No one will dniilit that a proiier iiitIuTion of 
weight up'in su.-h horses as have aln ady'Jisi.nguished ili' riiselvev, and an al* 
towance to untried or iieaien ones, will increiive ilir sports ami bring out larger 
fields and more frequent conicsts. 

The changes above alluded to, I have nn doubt, will eventually b«' adopti'd in 
America, as (hey have been successful in England, where th se sjmrts arc now 
ia better repute and encoBraged with more spirit, and arc in higher vogue than at 
any previous period.
